EDUCATION RETARDED. 

"No progress has been made in edu- 
cation since 1884, when an execut.ve 
committee, of which 1 was chairma i 
and Morris Belknap secretary, secured 
the passage of the act of May 12. 1884 
which raised tho standard of leu h 
ers' qualifications, made a considers**!* 
addition to the funds available eaci. 
year for educational purposes. and pro- 
vided for condemning school borne* 
and replacing them with more suitable 
buildings. In tbe constitutional con 
vention. 1 had the honor to suggest 
that the IG06.000 ga'.d to Kentucky by 
the United States In refund. ng the di- 
rect taxes collected during the C.vi; 
war should be added to the school 
fund. 1 was also tbe author of the 
provision allowing municipalities to 
exempt manufacturing establishments 
from taxation for a period of five 
years, as an inducement for their lo- 
cation, and to make subscriptions in 
aid oj turnpikes, gravel roads, and 
bridges, so much needed in this com- 
monwealth. The Republican leg sta- 
tute of 1896 passed the act requiring 
the erection of a house of reform, and 
It was approved by Governor Bradley. 
Tbe same general assembly provided 
for compulsory education during eight 
continuous weeks In each year, but It 
has been a dead letter under Demo 
cratlc administration.

RECORD OF REPUBLICAN LEGIS- 
LATURE. 

Since Governor Beckham came into 
office, there have been two regular 
terms and one special term of a Dem- 
ocratic legislature. If anything of 
value to the state, at either, had been 
done, or if he had recommended any- 
thing of special merit, we may assume 
that his Excellency, notwithstanding 
his extreme modesty, would have re- 
ferred to It In his Winchester speech.

7. To erect monuments to both 
Union and Confederate dead at Chat- 
tanooga and Chtckamauga National 
parks. 

8 . To provide by law for free turn- 
pikes so as to do away with the out- 
rages committed previously by an- 
archistic mobs. 

9. To establish a house s * reform 
as had been required by lh/l*w con- 



POLITICAL PARDONS. 

"There Is one sentence In Governor 
Beckhams speech at Winchester, 
which discloses the standpoint from 
which be has viewed all the cases of 
assassination that hare so disgraced 
Kentucky during the past few years. 
In It, referring to Jett and White, he 
said: 

" T bellevo. as did the Jury, that they 
were guilty of the assassination of 
Marcum, and I can say to the people 
that I will never pardon them of that 
crime, even though Marcum was a Re- 
publican leader in his section.’

FEW HAVE RETURNED. 

Then there are the Democrats who 
left the party to which they used to 
b*dong. and have either bcom*' Re- 
publicans. or are independents. These 
are either such as would not accept 
the Chicago platform in 1896, or re- 
fused to follow the Music hall convea- 
lion In 1899, whl«h robbed Watt Hardin 
and Captain Stone of tbair chance* for 
the Domination and declared for poli- 
cies that were contrary to the old 
Democratic doctrine of home rule, by 
removing control of tbe elections from 
the counties to a commission at Frank- 
fort, and not only threatened ruin to 
both capital and labor In tbe state, 
but were talculated to make those 
having money to Invest, sure to pass 
by Kentucky.
